DR. HODGES AND ST. PAUL’S CHURCH. 
8t. Paul’s church, of which Rev. Dr. J. 
8. B. Hodges is rector. The church may 
be said to have had its beginning when 
Governor Fletcher, of New York, in 
1692, persuaded the assembly to pass 
an act to make provision for the minis¬ 
try in every county. The parish of St. 
Panl’s, Baltimore, was founded in 1692, 
but the exact date is not known. 

This triennial council is the govern¬ 
ing body of the Anglican communion in 
America. Sixty-seven bishops constitute 
the upper house, and four clergymen and 
four laymen from each or the fifty-two 
dioceses make up the lower house. Prob¬ 
ably the most widely known man in the 
lower house is Rev. Morgan Dix, D. C. 
L., rector of Trinity, New York. As 
he represents the richest church in 
America, if not in the world, bears a 
historic and doubly honored name, and 
more than sustains the exalted position 
by natural talent, his prominence is un¬ 
questioned. 

Three great questions were before the 
oouncil—a revision of the hymnal, a 
revision of the liturgy and furtherance 
of the plan for an organic union of Chris¬ 
tians. Six yearn ago the honse of bish¬ 
ops proposed as a basis for the upion of 
English speaking Christians four propo¬ 
sitions, which, in 18$*, were adopted 
with slight changes by about MO bishope 
of the Anglican communion jiysetubied 
in conference at Lambeth, under the 
presidency of the archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury. These are the Holy ricripinres »>f 
the Old and New Testaments ns the re¬ 
vealed wall of God; the Nicene creed as 
the sufficient statement of the Christian 
faith; the two sacraments, baptism aud 
the Supper of the Lord, ministered with 
the unvarying use of the words of insti¬ 
tution and of the elements ordained by 
him, and tho historic episcopate locally 
adapted in the method of its administra¬ 
tion to the varying needs of the nations 
and peoples called by liod into the unity 
of his church.
